From what 1 hear, William Vanderbilt and 
his grown-up sons do not always look through 
the same giasses. Whalliam’s tather left the 
boys large suins of money, in general 20,000 
Shares apiece. ‘This 


has brought them for 
several years past an annual income of $160,- 
O00. Sut to Cornelius Vanderbilt, the old com- 
modore’s eidest grandson, he left 60,000 shares, 
giving him an iocome of almost $000,000 a 
year. “These incomes, being independent of 
their father, the boys have used as they 
pieased. Cornelius, the elderson, is very con- 
servative, plain and straight.

The lamb crop is reported to be the worstever 
known, Cattle have also died at a fearful rate dur- 
ing the past winter—some from poverty and the 
severe winter combined, and others from some un- 
known disease. Mr. James Paulk, of Irwin county, 
was in town last week, and from him we learned 
that the mortality .among sheep. in his county is 
equally as great asitishere’ Iie says be does not 
remember to have seen so many dead sheep in the 
woods Curing any winter, and he reports the lamb 
crop almost an entire failure. Numbers of catile 
have also died in his county.. He informed us of 
one that died in two minutes after being atiacked. 
After and before death the cow ‘‘frothed’’ at the 
mouth. Mr. M. Henderson, of Irwin, also reports 
the death rate among the sheep and lambs as be- 
ing unprecedentedly large. Mr. J. B. Norman, a 
large sheep owner of Colquitt county, says sheep 
have died in considerable numbers iu his locality, 
wa not as bad as those localities mentioned 
abvove.

PROTECTION IN ALABAMA. 

The Augusta Chronicle undertook to ac- 
count for a certain wantof prosperity in Ala- 
bama by the non-acceptance of the Pennsy!- 
vania idea, and it urged the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser to learn at once ‘‘the true value of 
protection.’ Our Montgomery contemporary 
did not prove a pliant pupil. ‘‘Bhere are,’’ 
itsaysin reply to the Chronicle, “‘less than 
100,000 people in Alabama to whom protec- 
tion can be of arfy possible benefit. To the 
other 1,200,000 protection is legalized rob- 
bery. If Alabama could buy what she needs 
in the cheapest market, just as she sells her 
main product in the cheapest market, she 
would be more prosperous. As it is, she 
has to sell on free trade and buy on _ protec- 
tion principles. The big difference this cre- 
ates against her is the main check to her pros- 
perity, and the A@vertiser proposes to do 
whatitcan toabolish the restriction. The 
tariff necessary to raise the revenue of the 
government is just as much protection as any- 
body ought to want. In the meanwhile, if 
the Augusta protectionist wonld advocate a 
system by which the markets of the world 
would be thrown opento American manu- 
facturers, it would be doing a great service 
for the industrial future of this country.’’

THE EXPERIENCE OF SPECULATORS. 

Some of the information that speculators 
of a conversational turn are in the habit of 
giving to newspaper men is worth preserving 
There are hundreds and thousands of people 
in this section of the country engaged in con- 
tributing to the wealth of the sharks in 
Chicago and New York, and we are convinced 
that these esteen.ed but unsophisticated peo- 
ple know no more of the real nature of the 
business in which they are engaged than the 
pupils in a primary school. A gentleman 
who understands the ins and outs of the 
whole business has been talking ireely to the 
correspondent of a western paper. ‘This gen- 
tleman declares that there isn’t a man in the 
United States smart enough to deal profitably 
with the brokers of Chicago. He admits that 
every body tries it, and will continue to try it 
but-the result is always the same. 

There are about 2,000 members of the Chi- 
cago produce exchange. Three hundred of 
these are scalpers, men who operate for them- 
selyes in order to save commissions, but the 
rest ere reguiar brokers who scour the whole 
country for customers and put up blackboards 
in all the smaller cities, andin every village 
where there is thrift and capital. Nor do 
they stop with the imaller cities. They com- 
mand a large per centage of business in New 
York. The gentleman who furnished the 
correspondent with bis information gave an 
The produce broker in Chi- 
The com- 


iliustration. 
cago has a factor in New York. 
mission on one thousand bushels of grain is 
$25, and an ordinary deal is ten thousand 
bushels, or $250. Of this commission the 
Chicago broker takes half and gives the other 
half to the New York factor for sending him 
tue customer. 

It is known that $290,900 have 
out of the town of Ottawa in the shape of 
‘rokers’ commiss ons. A man may win or 
lose, but he must pay the commissions. A 
New York speculator, who has made $500,000 
in Yar.ous ways, has given in his experience. 
Being a merchant, he kept his books so as to 
show the net result of his speculations. H« 
jhad few losses and his winnings were so large 
that when he concluded to drop Chicago be 
thought he was ahead; but when he came to

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close up his books, he found that the com mis 
sions of the brokers had exhausted all his 
winnings and lefthim short. His experience 
ran over a period of eighteen years, and he 
speculated on the inside, having all the in- 
formation and facilities of a professional 
broker. |

news, As long as men believe that there is a 
short road to fortune by way of Luck’s wick- 
et, there will be speculation and eras of

THE COST OF PiG IRON, 

Mr. F. W. Gordon, a leading iron-master of 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, has been freely 
quoted as authority for the statement that 
iron could be produced at Birmingham, Ala., 
at the rate of eight dollars a ton. Mr. Gor- 
don’'s statements in this connection became 
the subject of a wide and interesting discus- 
sion, and he now comes forward with the 
assertion that iron can be produced in the 
Birmingham district for eight dollars a ton, 
provided the ceterioration of the plant, the 
value of the materials in the ground, or the 
investment are not taken into consideration. 
If afurnace company owns the mines from 
which draws ore, coal and limestone—as 
a company can readily do in 
or near Birmingham — and does 
all its own mining, coking and transportation 
to the furnace, it can make iron atthe eight 
dollars a ton, and whatever its product brings 
in excess of that sum goes to pay dividends 
on the investment. 

Mr. Gordon proceeds, however, to explain 
the situation by adding every item that a 
Pittsburg brain could recall. For the sake of 
clearness we present bis figures in close con- 
nection. Coke, he says, can be delivered at 
the furnace for $1.50 per ton; or say, allowing 
for contingencies of all kinds, such as blowing 
in, firing the boilers when necessary and the 
like, $2.25 for fuel per ton of iron produced; 
for ore per ton of iron, $1.85; for limestone, 
90 cents; for manipulation and maintenance 
of plant, $3.00; and then not less than 50 
cents -per ton for all materials in the ground 
before raising, making $8.50. Mr. Gordon 
now proceeds to bring in items outside of the 
actual cost of production. He adds $1.50a 
ton for interest upon the investment, and 50 
cents aton for the changes that time intro- 
ducesin metallurgy—bringing the cost ofa 
ton up to $10.50. Not satisfied with this 
amount, he adds $1.00 a ton on 
account of possible disasters, $1.00 for com- 
missions and discounts and $3.25 for freight 
to Cincinnati. These additions enable the 
Pittsburg man to put the cost of a ton of 
Birmingbam iron in Cincinnati at $15.75. 

The furnace company that has a good deal 
of bad luck and that relies upon sales in the 
Cincinnati market, might not make money 
by selling itsiron for less than $15.75, but 
even at that cost of production it could profit- 
ably undersell the furnaces of Ohioand Penn- 
syivania. What then shall we say of a lucky 
furnace that isable to turn its pig iron into 
stoves or agricultural implements in Atlanta 
or some other near-at-hand town? There are 
millions in such an enterprise especially when 
the stoves and implements could all be sold in 
the south. The freight ifem on the pig iron 
would be turned into the iron-masters’ pock- 
ets, and the freight rate on stoves and imple- 
ments from northern competing points would 
go to swell the earnings of the manufacturing 
company. Mr. Gordon's letter alone demon- 
strates the practicability of iron manufactures 
in Atlanta or any other point within easy 
reach of Birmingham

INSECTS V:SITING FLOWERS. 

Mr. A. W, Bennetiand Mr. R. M, Christy have 
been reporting tothe Linnean society of London 
ihe result of their observations on the yisits of in- 
sects to flowers. As respects preference for particu- 
lar colors, Mr. Bennett has noticed among the Le- 
pidoptera that 70 visits were made to red or pink 
flowers, 5to blue, 15 to yellow, and & 


5 to white; 
the Diptera paid 9 visits to red or plnk, 8 to yellow, 
and 20 to white: Hymenopiera alighted 303 times 
on red or pink flowers, 126 on blue, 11 on yellow, 
aud. i7 on white flowers. Mr. Christy record 
in detail the movements of 76 insects, chiefly 
bees, when engaged in visiting v,400 flowers. He 
tabulates the same, and concludes therefrom that 
ii sects, notably the bees, decidedly and-with intent 
cOufine their successive Visits to the same species of 
flower, According to him, al-o butterflies generally 
wander aimlessiy in their flight; yet some species, 
including the Fritillaries, are fairly methodical in 
their habit. He believes thatit is not by coloralone 


that insects are guided from one flower to 
another of the same species, and he sugyests 


that the sense of smell may be brought into play. 
Bees, he avers, have but poor sight for long dis- 
tauces, but see well at short distances. Of 55 hum- 
ble bees watched, 26 visited blue flowers; of these 
12 were methodic in their visits, 9 only irregularly 
so, and 5 netatall; 13 visited white flowers, whereof 
5 were methodic and 8 the reverse; [1 visited yel- 
low flowers, eof which 5 were methodic and 6 were 
not; 28 visited red flowers, 7 appeariug methodic, 
9 nearly so, while 12 were the contrary.

The trial of the United States against Deputy 
Marshal James M. Robinson charged with making 
false returns of expenses and otherwise falsifying 


his accounts to the marshal's office, wee 
concluded at nine o’clock last night with » 
verdict of guilty. The jury wenl out at 


eight o’clock and returned a verdict with very Jit. 
tle delay, finding the prisoner guilty on nineteen 
counts—every countin the indictment. The ver. 
dict was not a surpriso to Robinson, who remarked 


that he was “gone up,’ AS soon 
as he heard that the verdict wae 


which he will suffer wili be from one to five years at 
Albany or Buffalo. It appeared that Robinson had 
robbed the government, systematically by return. 
ing false accounts. It was his custom to return e 
full biil of costs for mileage and expenses even in 
cases where &@ man would hunthim upand surren- 


der. It is said that a hundred 
cases against him could have been 
made as easily as the nineteen 


were made, Theconviction of Robinson and the 
indictment of Crawford, who escaped from an 
officer who had him in charge, mustbe a matter of 
satisfaction to the agents of the department of jus. 
tice, who have worked the Cases at a considerable 
cost of time and labor. They state that Attorne 
General Brewster has determined that no rascal, 
whatever ‘his wealt" or position may.be, will be 
allowed to continue in the service and wherever 
crookedness of any kind is discovered punishment 
will be meted out without form or partiality.

If you have given 
him any orders please send me a memorandum of 
the same, as Mr. Hunter has not reported to me up 
to this date.

From every card he sent out, Mr. Duff received an 
answer butnooneknew anything of Mr. Hunter 
except Wilkins & McFadden, grocers, in Selma, 
who wrote that Mr. Hunter had been in that city, 
“but seemingly not on business.’’ A few days af- 
ter this information reached Mr. Duff he received a 
letterfrom the St. Jameshotelin Selma in which 
the proprietor said that Mr. Hunter had stopped 
there a week but that he had suddenly disappeared, 
leaving his overcoat, samples and clothing behind.

THE PONCE DE LEON WAR. 


What Mr. Nelson of the Gate City Street Car Line 
ine to Say. 

Yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter called upon 
Mr. L,.B. Nelson, president of the Gate City street 
railway company, and asked if he had anything 
to say in answerto the statements of Messrs. Cul- 
pepper and Peters, relative to the trouble between 
the two roads. Mr. Nelson replied that in order to 
give the publicacorrect understanding of this (as 
itseemed to hint) unnecessary diilicuity, it would 
be proper to say that the originators of the Gate 
City road (a 1] old citizens of Atlanta) state that for 
several vears they had sought to induce Mr, Peters, 
president of the Atlanta street railroad, to build 
this line, that they had no desire to embark in this 
kind of business, and had offered to raise suflicient 
runds to build the road, but Mr, Peters absolutely 
declined and said he would notrun the road if it 
were built and given to him, because it would not 

ay. 

, ‘‘As. Mr. Peters would have nothing to do with 
it,’’ said Mr, Nelson, ‘“‘something was necessary in 
order to develep that. portion of the city through 
which our road now Tuns. Weorg nized in 14s}, 
aided and supported by the late Dr. Angier and 
the citizens Pe Ate the line, and built our road. 
The result was the immediate settling up of per- 
haps the prettiest portion of thecity.’’ 

“Why isitthat Mr. Peters and his company are 
now tryliug to prevent your running to the 
springs?’ 

‘“T] presume because we refused to charge the 
people more than five cents fare, while their road 
always charged ten, or to use the language of Mr. 
Peters, ‘they do not want competition.’ ’’ 

“Did vou obtain any right to run to 
springs ?”’ 

“Yes: our charter gives us that right and the 
owner of the springs, Mr. Armsteadt gave us all the 
rights and privileges enjoyed by Mr. Peier’s road, 
including the right to use the waterand run over 
hisiland. Actiug on this permission we invested 
our money and built the road. Subsequently Mr. 
E. C, Petersand Mr. Culpepper, both officers of the 
Peters road, leased the spring and the ground, as 
we believe, witha view of forcing us into a ten 
cent combination, or troubling us in our opera- 
tions.’”’ 

‘What terms are those alluded to by 
Culpepper & Peters which were accepted 
other road and refused by you”’’ 

“When we were informed, during the summer 
of 1552, that Culpepper & Peters were about to 
lease the Arimstead property, we served 4a 
Written notice on Mr. Culpepper that we had cer- 
tain rights from Armistead (specifying them)*-the 
same exjoyed by the Atlanta road. Then Mr. Pe- 
ters and Mr. Culpepper, officers, as before stated, of 
the Peters road, agreed with themselves, as ind}- 
viduals, that their road would not, along its lino 
oratthe terminus thereof, erect or allow to be 
erected any buildings to be used as restaurants or 
places of amusement, Or do anything that 
would interfere with the business in which they 
wereabout to engage: having for their road agreed 
tothis with themselves, they came to us and 
kindly cousented thatif we would give them a 
long lease of a valuable tract of laud purchased by 
some of the stockholders of our road, for the pur- 
pose of beautifying and making an attractive resort 
for the people of the city, ata mere nominal rent, 
or would agree with them, as they had with them- 
selves, that we would not improve Our property, 
but would lie down and letthem sit on us, they 
would generously grant our road rights we were 
already in possession ofand which were a part of 
the consideration upon which it was built. This as 
individuals we declined to do.’’ 

‘Is Mr, Peters correct as to the reported improve- 
ments the Gate City road are aboutto make near 
Ponce de Leon?’ 

“No. Some of the stockholders of our road, as 
before stated, purchased atract of land near the 
spring and intend to improve it. Indirectly, of 
course, if our plansare a saccess, we will benefit 
our road by increasing travel over it, and probably 
benefit Mr. Peter’s road equally as much. We as 
individuals claim the same rights to engage in any

~PARNELL’S PEACHES. 


AN ORCHARD THAT HAS NOTITS 
EQUAL IN THE WORLD. 


—— et ED 


‘Over One Hundred and Twenty-Five Thousand Trees 
Laden With the Choicest Promise of Delicious 
Fruit—What Mr. Parnell is Deing—How 
the Crop May be Made Sure, 


West Porxt, April 3.—-Your reporter 
has been recently visiting the 
several fruit farms in and 


around West Point, and gathering what in- 
formation he could about fruit culture here, 
and the effects of the late frost on the fruit. 
The beautiful weather of last February acted 
as a charm on early vegetation,so much, that 
it placed peaches, peas, plums and other fruits 
and vegetables a month ahead of their usual 
time. Jack Frost also came in a month ahead 
also, and has prevented us saving our peach 
crop intact, which was damaged considerably, 
but only in certain locations, but we shall 
have a good quantity of that delicious fruit, 
and a full crop of other kinds. We had the 
pleasure of visiting Mr. John H. Parnell’s 


famous peach orchard, which contains 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
peach trees, besides other fruits, It is 
now the largest orchard in 


the world. Seventy thousand of these trees 
were pianted this spring. The orchard now 
contains over seven hundred acres, varieties 
in which ripen from May until October. It 


is situated six miles below West Point, near 
the Alabama and Georgia cotton factory. 


The number of trees are now equally divided 
between two different locations; one orchard 
isonthe northeast and the other ison the 
southwest slopes of the hills. This subdivis- 
ion of trees will, atthe end of three vears, 


on either one or the other orchards. e has 
studied these two different locations so well, 
in regard to their different seasons for fruit- 
ing, that he is sure of success in the future. 
On the tract of land just planted he hassome 
orchards which have never failed to beara full 
crop. and he has seen fruit on that location 
when there has not been any in the south. 
This season the early peaches bloomed first, 
an'unusual occurrence, as it is generally the 
late fruit that blooms first. This is the cause 
for the early peaches to be more damaged 
than the late ones. Peaches now are the size 
of marbles, and wherever they escaped wiil 
make a full and early crop. We hope, there- 
fore, to have the first peaches this season, and 
to be at our post ahead again. West Point 
has had tbe honor of being first in market 
every yearexcept twoin the last ten years. 
We are all giad to see what a good showing 
the fruit-growers around Griflin are making, 
and who are doing so much for fruit culture, 
and letting the world know how wonderfully 
her soil is suited for these crops. 

We wish we could persuade our West Point 
friends to try their hand, and ask in northern 
and foreign capital to help develop her hid- 
den treasures in fruit. It is not on account 
of deficiency of fine fruit soil, she does not do 
more to develop this new southern enter- 
prise, but she has not got sufficient fruit grow- 
ers to turther its cause, butis all left to two 
or three individuals. There is as fine fruit 
soil here as there isin the world, especially 
is it adapted to grapes, peaches, plums, apples 
and small fruits. The Japan persimmon also 


succeeds finely here. Bot if this 
8011 was in any other foreign 


eountry, it would now be teeming with all 
kinds of fruits, whilst cotton culture would 
be in the backgrdund, as it is in Italy at the 
present day. The land here has so many ai- 
versified soils, such as sandy, red clay, gravel- 
ly and mulatto, makes it remarkably suited 
sor all kinds of fruit, except tropical; so that 

would not be diflicult to satisfy any foreign 
fruit-grower who would come here to settle 
and embark in thatindustry. It must not be 
forgoiten that West Point was the birth-place 
for extensive peach culture in the south, as 
Mr. John H. Parne'| first commenced growing 
and shipping peaches to northern markets 
fourteen years ago, when southern fruit was 
considered a curiosity there. But we can 
grow other fruits to perfection 
here, as well as peaches. All the small fruits 
go well, such as strawberries, blackberries: 
also the greatfruit recently introduced from 
Japan, the Japan persimmon, which grows to 
= tion. Mr. Parnell intends to plant 
argely of that fruit, he hav.ng fruited it very 
successfully last season, having zrown thir- 
teen persimmons on a tree not over four feet 
high, each one measuring at least nine inches 
in Circumference, Your reporter asked Mr. 
Parne!} about the average price per one-third 
bushel crate of peaches, he received in New 


York for the last two seasons he has 
Shipped, and what was the _ largest 
sur he received from a riven 
number of trees or acres. Mr. P. said. that in 


1880, he received from one dollar to ten dol- 
jars per one-third bushel crates, and the lar- 
gestsum realized off of 700 trees. on five 
acres, was four thousand dollars. In 188? he 
received from one dollar to three dollars per 
one-third bushel crate, and the largest sum 
realized off of 700 trees, was three thousand 
doliars. 

That last season there was no waste in his 
orchards, because the fruit he could not ship 
green. he evaporated, for which he realized 
twenty cents per pound. This proves fruit 
growing cannot be overdone in the south for 
a long time to come, if ever. 

We only hope now that the example of the 
fruit growers of the south will be followed by 
thousands of others, both from thenorth and 
foreign countries, who will come and help 
build up and develop this great southern 
country. There is land for ali here. 

It is better for the foreign slaves to make a
